If News- Writers 
at Vienna fhould take the like Liberty, and as 
headily retort their rafh Cenfures on fome Parts of 
the Conduct of other Powers engag’d in the Grand 


- Alliance, the Reafons of which they may as little 


underftand as he feems to do thofe of the Expediti- 
onto Naples, the Confequence in Time might be 
the blowing all into a Flame by creating Animofity 
and Diftruft between Confederated Nations that 
have intheir Turn and as Occafion offer’d given 
each other the wrmoft Proofs of their Heartynefs in 
the common Caufe and Zeal for the general Intereft, 
and have held together happily till now with more 
Firmnefs and in a ftriéter Union than ever the 
World is like to fee agen fhould this Alliance break 
before the Ends for which it was made are ob- 
taind: Which Heaven avert. And now, as we 
profefs’d at firft that we undertook this Subje& for 
better purpofes than barely to refure that Writer, fo 
to give farther proof of our gocd meaning and 
that we will not contend with him for Victory, we 
affure him we have {aid all that we think neceffary 
on this Argument, and will leave the Publick to 
judge of any Reafons he thall offer againft ours ; 
without making the leaft Reply unlefs he prevari- 
cates in Matcers of Fact.
